Los Angeles, since it will give 
the outlying areas a greater 
voice in government.

The bill is in the form of a 
Constitutional amendment, and 
it provides:

"It shall be competent in any 
(city) charter to provide for the 
establishment of a borough sys­ 
tem of government for the whole 
or any part, of the territory of 
the city, or city and county, gov­ 
erned thereby, by which one or 
more boroughs or districts may 
be created therein and to provide 
that each borough or district 
may exercise such general or 
special municipal powers and to 
be administered in such manner 
as may be provided for such 
boroughs and districts in the 
charter." 
MORK LEGISLATION DUK

Thomas explained that, In es­ 
sence, this is enabling legisla­ 
tion. It does not in itself set up 
any boroughs. Nor does it say 
what form they shall take or 
what powers they shall have.

That will have to be provided 
by subsequent legislation in one 
form or another. Thomas said he 
has some fairly wel defined 
ideas as to what powers the pro­ 
posed borough government 
should have as applied to I»s 
Angeles and the San Pedro areas.

"But first there has to be en­ 
abling legislation for the crea­ 
tion of the boroughs," he said. 
"After that comes the drawing 
up of specific powers and obli­ 
gations. I'm hopeful we can get 
some legislative interim commit­ 
tee study of the matter so that 
by the next regular session of 
the lejflsiature in J953 we can 
come up with some effective 
laws on the subject/'

the present con flirt between the 
State law which makes it a vio­ 
lation and misdemeanor to clean 
or press garments below a,4ixe4 
price (the State Board has de- 
manded that the company bo 
forced to Increase its price from 
69c to |1.()0) and the Federal 
law which freezes the company'* 
ceiling price at 88c.

The argument before the ap­ 
pellate court is on the appeal 
taken by the Attorney General 
from a recent decision of Judge 
Clarence M. Hanson of the Su­ 
perior Court of Ix>s Angeles 
County which held the statute 
unconstitutional.

The Attorney General's brief 
filed In behalf of the fixed price 
contends that a uniform higher 
price for all dry cleaners is ne­ 
cessary for the protection of the 
public health and safety; and 
argue* that any industry may be 
regulated whenever the legisla­ 
ture merely deems It to be for 
the "public good."

The'respondents dry cleaners' 
brief filed against the fixed price 
point* out the absurdity of the 
pretense that the health and 
safety of the 4,000,000 people of 
!*>  Angelea County will be en­ 
dangered if a dry cleaner charge* 
«9c Inatead of |1 for cleaning 
a garment; and point* out fur- 
ther that the plant of these dry 
cleaners, having one of the high­ 
est official ratings in the State 
for compliance with safety and 
sanitary regulations, and being 
the largest, most modern and 
best equipped in the area, can 
furnish a better service at less 
cost, satisfactory to their cus­ 
tomers and yielding a fair and 
reasonable profit to themselves, 
and that the public should not 
b« deprived of the lower price 
 ervice; that the price fixing law 
in antagonistic to the best in­ 
terests of consumers, and that 
the law cannot benefit, but, by 
higher price*, injure*, the gen­ 
eral public.

Such laws are economically un­ 
sound, the dry cleaners' brief 
argue* further. The reasonable 
price fixed today may, through 
economic and business change*, 
become the unreasonable price of 
tomorrow, since such price* 
would not be subject to contin­ 
uous administrative supervision 
and readjustment In light of 
changing conditions.

The dry cleaners' brief also 
point* out thfcl a uniform price 
for all dry cleaner* will destroy 
competition and that the statute 
thu* empower* the State to cre­ 
ate a monopoly, contrary to tne 
law* against illegal restraint of 
trade.

The itatutc I* attacked further 
on the additional ground that it 
unlawfully delegates legislative 
power to an Administrative 
Board composed of member* of 
the Industry to be regulated, un­ 
constitutionally delegating pow­ 
er to make a criminal law and to 
determine when and where such 
law should take effect, and with* 
out any provision to "regulato 
the regulators."

The statute is annulled also on 
a host of other grounds.
